Haldane, in a recent debate in the 
house of lords said he knew a man 
who voluntarily submitted to a vivi- 
section experiment which could not 
be made under an .anesthetic and 
which was not allowed to be made on 
animals. He did not reveal the man's 

The Daily .Mail today announced 
that the man was Viscount Haldane’s 
nephew, J. B. 8. Haldane, a lecturer 
in biochemistry at Cambridge uriver- 
sity. 

The experiment, the paper says, 
was conducted by Prof. Fraser of St. 
Bartholomew's hospital to produce in 
Haldane a condition of acidosis—an 
acidic state of the blood ‘occurring in 
diabetes. The acidosis established, 
Prot. Fraser took blood from Hal- 
dane’s femoral artery and was able 
to determine the exact change in the 
blood’s alkalinity. 

Haldane, the paper says, previously 
had tried without success to produce 
acidosis in himself by swallowing

After 
the controversy had lasted for sev- 
eral years Hudson Maxim issued a 
statement that he never had invented 
a gun. The brothers were unable to 
reconcile their differences, however. 
Sir Hiram died in 1916. 

In his experiments.gith dynamite, 
nitroglycerin, guncotton, and other ex- 
plosives Hudson had many hairbreadth 
escapes. His sacrifice to science was 
his left hand, which was blown off in 
an experiment with maximite. For 
thirty years he wore a rubber hand, 
replacing it with a steel one in 1926.
